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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 26, 1952 


Cold air preceded by light to heavy precipitation overspread the 
northern two-thirds of the country east of the Rocky Mountains 
the first haif of the week, and temperatures remained below nor- 
mal in the northeast quarter: during the rercaincer of the period. 
Weekly averages were about 5° below normai in the Midwest, 

end minimum temperatures fell below freezing in a few northesst- 
ern sections on the 24th and 25th, and to near freezing in extreme 
north-central areas on the 23d. Hot weather continued in Texas,. 
Louisiana and southern Mississippi throughout the period and 
until the last 2 days in the Southeast. Severe drought conditions 
continued in Texas and southern Ckishoma. Fort Worth, Texas, 
typical of the intense heat in that State, has recorded daily maxi- 
mum temperatures exceeding 160° since August 1, 


Several severe iocai storms occurred in the north-central interior, 
as general showers spread across that area on the 20th and Zist. 

A severe haiistorm caused about $509, 09°C damage to the corn crop 
in northeastern Iowa on the 20th. Damaging wind storms occurred 
in Stutsman County, North Dakota, and west-central illinois, 

and a hailstorm in the vicinity of Kant sakee .Tilinois.

Except for 0.25 to 1 inch of rain in western Washing- 
ton on the 21st and 22d, most precipitation | occurred as widely 
scattered showers Heavy showers. between Pocatello, Idaho, and 
the Utah border Sroduced a camaging flash flood.

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OCCURRENCE CF SAY STINK BUG {Chlorochroa sayi) 1952 * 
Unusually heavy and severe outbreaks occurred in Utah, Colorado 
Wyoming and Idaho this year (see map). Hntomclogist G. F. Knowlton 
stated that the infestation in Utah was the most general throughout the 
statein 27 years. Loss tothe wheat cropin Millard County alone was 
estimated at 160,000 dollars while reductions of 15 to 25 percent in 
seed alfalfa yields were common in some areas. Sugar beets, other 
smali grains and pastures were also damaged. Serious infestations 
on barley, wheat and alfalfa in Delta and Garfield Counties, Colorado 
were reported. Upto 200 bugs per.10 sweeps were taken in Delta 
County. Severe damage to the wheat crop occurred in eastern areas. 
Wyoming reported damaging outoreaks in winter wheat in southeastern 
areas; populations were esvecially high in the Douglas area. Injurious 
infestations moved from sagebrush to barley and wheat in southcentral 
areas of Idaho. Unusual abundance on alfalfa was reported from Fros- 
ser area, \Vashington. There were light infestations in the San Joaquin 
Valley, California, and in the Sait River Valiey of Arizona where the 
insects infested sugar beets. Damage to cotton has been recorded in 
the cotton-growing areas of Arizona and New Mexico.

The lack of psyllid damage to potatoes and tomatoes in the Colorado- 
_ Wyoming-Nebraska area this season is apparently due to drought 
conditions in southern Texas during the winter months, where over- 
wintering host plants were almost completely killed by drought during 
the early months of 1952. Spring populations of psyllids were very 
low; consequently there was very little movement into the northern 
states, This is the second successive year in which weather conditions 
in the overwintering area has prevented an outbreak of-psyllids in the 
northern states. Low temperatures killed the overwintering host 
plants in i951.
